The inventions described in claims 1, 3-4 and 6-7 do not appear to involve an inventive step based 
on documents 1-3 cited in the ISR. A conductive resin containing a thermoplastic resin is well-known, 
as can be seen from the descriptions in documents 2-3. Employing the resin, which is well-known art/ 
in a non-contact ID card described in document 1 is merely a matter that a person skilled in the art 
could perform as appropriate. 

The inventions described in claims 2 and 5 do not appear to involve an inventive step based on 
documents 1-5 cited in the ISR. Denaturing a thermoplastic resin on a reactive group is commonly 
performed, as can be seen from the descriptions in documents 4-5. 
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
